Hi Jeremy, 

I have attached the pictures for the testing of marijuana. The order or each set is VM1 to VM 10. 

VM 1: Macroscopic: green vegetable matter 

VM 2: small amount of sample place into a casserole dish 

VM 3 & 4: Microscopic: cystolith & glandular hairs 

VM 5: petroleum ether is added casserole dish with the sample 

VM 6: casserole dish is heated to evaporation 

VM 7: Duquenois Levine and Hydrochloric acid is added to the casserole dish (color change from clear to purple) 
VM 8: solution is placed in a test tube 

VM 9: chloroform is added to the test tube (should get two layers of purple - indicative of positive marijuana) 

VM 10: Reagent blank control (QC must be run prior to testing any VM on that day)
